er* announced today that it has de- 
tided to reestablish the rates which 
were In effect prior to July 1, 1935 
when the water rates were reduced 
12 a year.

Instead of I*, which makes an in- 
crease on each water bill of *2 a 
year 
It la estimated that this will 


Increase the revenue of the water 
department amtoximately 112,000 a 
year. 


The water board in a statement 


released to the press today sets fonb 
the reason's for increasing the wa- 
ter rates statlag that the board must 
have sunteieat income to pay its op- 
erating expenses, and to help defray 
the expense of building the new res- 
ervoir near Marias street, which is 
planned to increase the water pres- 
sure in the city on tbe high points.

plants, and a little thought as to 
color harmony, growing habits and 
maintenance will accomplish it.

A wide, but not too shallow con- 


tainer Is best for this purpose—such 
as a wooden salad bowl. If the con- 
tainer is deep enough, plants are MI 
into it in their original pots, other- 
wise soil is placed in the container 
and materials transplanted Into it. 
In the former case, it ts a good plan 
to cover the pots with small pebbles, 
then with moss to give a good ap- 
pearance.

It ill be. found that such an ar- 


rangement can be made to last for 
as much as two months this time of 
year, and when the bulbs have ceased 
blooming, the sturdy vine plants can 
be transplanted to other pots or the 
window box to be kept indefinitely.

of Gen. Jackson's Birth 


For many years it was a mat- 


ter of argument whether President 
Andrew Jackson was born in North 
or South Carolina. Hi* birthplace 
was Waxhaw Settlement. It Anally 
was settled by historical and bio- 
graphical authorities that Waxhaw 
Settlement, which was flrst sup- 
posed to be wholly in South Caro- 
lina, lay on both sides of the bourn 
dary line, and that the part where 
Jackson was born waa in North 
Carolina. Nevertheless, asserts a 
writer in the Indianapolis ' News, 
General Jackson twice announced 
himself as a native of South Caro- 
lina, once in a letter written in 1830. 
and again in the proclamation ad- 
dressed to the South Carolina Null*- 
fiers in 1832. 


Though historians have estab- 


lished his birthplace as in North 
Carolina his mother moved across 
the border into South Carolina 
shortly after his birth. His mother 
having died in 1781, Andrew Jack- 
son succeeded in finding employ- 
ment for two years as a school 
teacher in the Waxhaw district. Aft- 
er proclamation of peace between 
Great Britain and the colonies he 
began the study of law with Spruce 
McCay, in Salisbury, N. C., where 
he remained until 1788, when he 
went by wagon train to Nashville.

In order to accumu- 
late sufficient cash reserves to pay 
off maturing bonds, the Board has 
reestablished the rates which were 
in effect prior to July 1, 1936. Tbe 
Water Board must Have sufficient In- 
come to pay Its operating expenses, 
plu* the cost of replacing the old 4- 
incb pipe, pins the cost of the stand- 
pipe and other Improvements neces- 
sary, and In addition muat pay an- 
nually 137,000 In Interest on out- 
standing bonds, f!6,OftO for bonds 
maturing in 1937, and 140,000 an- 
nually for bonds maturing In 1938 
and for some years thereafter.
